Airmail and_ high priority 
freight weighing approximately 
6,000 Ibs., can be carried each day 
by a Douglas C-47 of Australian 
National Airways between Mel- 
bourne and Brisbane. The service 
came into operation on Septem- 
ber 4, the plane leaving Essendon 
early in morning and returning at

ority freight are particulary heavy 
on this route and the additional 
service will enable the regular 
commercial planes to carry their 
full complement of passengers. 
World-wide Air Plans 
Pan-American Airways have 
filed applications for two new 
trans-oceanic routes as well as an 
extension of its pre-war- routes. 
One service is intended to link 
New York and Moscow by way of 
Labrador, Iceland, Norway, and 
Sweden, while the other is plan- 
ned from Seattle to Canton by 
way of Alaska, the Kuriles, Tokio 
and Shanghai. The latter route 
would be connected by another 
line from China to Calcutta. It is

trip flights a day between San

ules have only recently been in- 

troduced, and it is expected that 
the frequency will soon be further 
increased. Douglas C54 planes are 
being used and the ‘average time is 
60 hours for the 7,350 miles. The 
voyage by sea takes several 
weeks. This service is really 
amazing when one compares it 
with the fortnightly Pacific ser- 
vice operating before the war.

ciency, and speed when peace 
comes to the Pacific.

Yardley Rarities, Proofs 
Of British Empire Sold By 
H. R. Harmer In London 





. Fhe-two rarest Cape of Good 
Hope triangles, the lp blue and 4p 
red Wood Block color errors, sold 
for $620 and $880 in the third sale 
of the R. B. Yardley collection 
held in London Oct. 30-31 by H. 
R. Harmer of Bond Street. This 
sale covered Great Britain and 
British possessions in Africa, 
Europe and North America, plus 
Egypt and Mauritius. More than 
one-fourth of the lots were proofs 
and essays. 

Canada’s 12-pence black, un- 
used, brought $580 despite ‘‘a 
small pinhole or paper flaw.” A 
superb, rare die proof of the cen- 
ter only of Canada’s 1857 744p in 
greenish blue realize $108. Oth- 
er Canada included a used copy 
of the 6p greenish black of 1852- 
55, $92 (catalogue $35); a lightly 
postmarked, slightly thinned 10p 
black brown of 1859, $42, and a Ic 
red brown of 1868 on laid paper, 
used on piece, $76. 

Among the Newfoundland, a 

thinned, used copy of the 2p scar- 
let vermillion of 1857 sold for $210. 
Two copies of the 3p green (No. 3) 
tied to cover fetched $210 (a used 
single catalogues $40). A superb 
o. g. block of six of the 8p scarlet 
vermillion realized $168. A full 
sheet of 20 of the 6p rose (No. 20) 
went for $52, and a full sheet of 
50 of the lc on 3c gray lilac of 
1897, $144. 
A cancelled copy of Nova Sco- 
tia No. 7, the ish dull violet, sold 
for $300, or $25 over catalogue. In 
British Columbia, a_ black die 
proof of he 1860 24%p was bid 
to $64 and a superb copy of No. 
1 went for $88. 

There were 39 lots of Great 
Britain oroofs and essays. A die 
proof of the Penny Black on India 
paper, with stars in upper cor- 
ners, lower corners blank, and 
showing “I” and “Old Original” 
in reverse below stamp, sold for 
$38. Four other lots of G. B.

Cafalog And Handbook 


Words fail us when we try to 
select words that would do credit 
to the new 1945 edition of ‘‘Dietz 
Confederate States Catalog and 
Hand-Book”. 

One is first amazed by the 
beautiful “jacket” which covers 
this splendid book with a cover 
of “Confederate Gray” cloth 
printed in blue. The jacket carries 
a red border with a gray central 
ground on which is printed in nat- 
ural colors the 17 different stamps 
which go to make up the issues of 
the Confederacy, and over the top 
of these illustrations the title of 
the book as given above. 

As we come to the fly leaf of 
this splendid new book we see 
the autograph signature of an old 
timer -who like ourself was active 
in stamps and the Philatlic pub- 
lishing world before the turn of 
the century. August Dietz pub- 
lished in those days, the famed 
“Virginia Philatelist” one of the 
all time, best stamp papers Ameri- 
ca has known. 

Then as now, Dietz was a print- 
er and a printer of that school 
who would be satisfied with noth- 
ing but the best. His love of fine 
printing has been noted in many 
splendid volumes he has produced 
in recent years, books unassociat- 
ed with our hobby. 

His love for fine printing is ex- 
emplified in this new Catalog and 
Hand-Book of Confederate Stamps 
for it is the most complete, the 
most thorough, book on_ the 
stamps of any single country or 
group that we have ever seen. 
Think of what you will with re- 
ference to the Stamps and Postal 
History of the Confederacy and 
you will find it in this new vol- 
ume. It is indeed a remarkable 
booklet, presenting a _ subject 
which has been interesting to 
philatelists for many years past 
and poor indeed must be the col- 
lector of these issues who will do 
without a copy. 

This book of 232 pages is of a 
size similar to your Scott Spec- 





ialized Catalogue, printed = on 
splendid paper, divided into in- 
numerable chapters treating on 


everything associated with the 
Confederate stamps and its pos- 
tal system as well as with asso- 
ciated subjects. Hundreds of il- 
lustrations are included of both 
stamps handstamps cancella- 
tions and postmarks as well as of 
fakes, forgeries, spurious stamps 
and other related material. 

All in all it is a marvelous 
work, the most thorough volume 
on a specialized subject that we 
have ever seen and again words 
fail us in our attempt to ‘“gild 
the lily.”

Practically a 
newcomer to the field, you are 
bound to read and hear the name 
Charmatz for a long time to come, 
since there is a son (and daugh- 
ter) to enter the picture when age 
allows. Here is a dealer in stamps 
with the mind of a business man, 
which is about as rare as finding 
a set of mint zepp blocks in a 
dollar mixture, A business man 
for many years, Charmatz is ap- 
plying sound business and com- 
mon sense to selling stamps which 
has already paid off in an early 
success that is bound to spell 
greater success with the passing 
of time. He has some fine plans 
for post war philately that is 
bound to save his customers many 
a dollar. This column wholly sub- 
scribes and endorses the policies 
of this mint air mail dealer. 
JANUARY 15th: May I again 
issue an invitation to the readers 
of Linn’s to attend the meeting of 
the Essex Stamp Club in Newark, 
N. J. on the evening of January 
15th at which time I shall have 
the privilege of partaking in the 
open forum’ discussion, “The 
Functions of the Philatelic Press”. 
Although I challenged Stephen 
Rich to debate the subject, it was 
decided by Essex executives that 
an open forum was in order since 
it was “difficult” to obtain a set 
of judges to judge the winner of 
the debate, I shall attempt to ex- 
plain my version of the functions 
of the philatelic press and I im- 
agine my opponent will speak at 
great length on Premier Gravures. 
Absolutely nothing will be decided 
by this open forum other than a 
courtesy nod to both main speak- 
ers that they both had “good” 
points, but this gives those in the 
locality of Newark a chance to 
attend the Essex Stamp Club, one 
of the nations leading philatelic 
organizations, 

PHILATELIC CANCELLA- 
TIONS: By the time this appears 
in print, we may have both a new 
postmaster and a new third assist- 
ant, in charge of stamps, etc. It 
is too early to ask him to do any- 
thing about cancellations, except- 
ing to record the names of the 
towns that insist on ruining 
stamps despite printed requests 
for cancellations. Such metropol- 
ises as Detroit, Mich., Chicago, 
Ill, New York, N. Y. and others, 
still resort to smears, deliberate 
finger nail tears, etc. On the other 
hand Postmaster John A. Fleiss- 
ner of Milwaukee, Wis. and his 
staff are to be congratulated on 
their consistant recognition of 
philatelic cancellation requests. A 
portion of my family live in Mil- 
waukee (not to mention that 
happy Uncle Harry) and mail 
from there is superb. Seems to me 
that a man like Fleissner deserves 
some consideration when they 
choose a third-assistant postmas- 
ter. I’ve never met the gentleman 
but his observance of what the 
public requests makes him an out- 
standing man in an organization 
that goes out of its way to show 
lack of co-operation. It’s about 
time the United States Post Office 
gave a slight thought to stamp col- 
lectors. Recently met a_ gentle- 
man in Washington and perhaps 
he will assist us. More on that at 
a later date.

The Lauraeted issues com- 
prised a magnificient lot, though, 
by their nature, are generally of 
a lower standard of quality. How- 
ever, each item, whether of large 
or small value, realized from 
full catalogue, up to at least 6 
times catalogue price, when of 
really choice quality. In some 
cases, these levels were realized 
despite trifling creases or thin 
spots. The first lot of the group, 
the 1p carmine, in a mint block 
of 10, Lot #1117, reached $1050 
going to “A. H. C.” This was 
realized despite trifling defects, 
and was a price fully justified by 
the absolute freshness and beauty 
of the block. In other cases, the 
2p, #11, superb, in two __ lots, 
#1125 and 1126, at $27 and $26 
respectvely, both to Souren. Lot 
#1169, 2p #14, on cover (cat. $3) 
at $22 to “A. H. C.” Lot #1176, 2p 
#15, with bottom imprint (cat. 
$10) at $45 to Souren. Lot #1196, 
a 3p #17, (cat. $9) at $75 to “A. 
F. L.” Lot #1200, a 3p pair, at 
$25 to Burger. Lot #1208, the 6p, 
Pl. 1, in ‘strip of three on cover, 
at $110 to Wise.

In the “Diadem” issues, Lot

The Fifth Session was devoted 
to the early issues of New Zeal- 
and Queensland. The “Pack” 
representation of both these 
countries was truly marvelous, 
but, in general, far short of the 
standards of quality of perfec- 
tion. There is no doubt that the 
Pack stamps are the finest which 
can be had in these groups, and 
it is only on very rare occasions 
that better examples can be had. 
The few lots which did meet all 
standards of quality, realized 
amazing prices, without excep- 
tion, ana those of lesser quality, 
or with insignifcant defects were 
the subject of spirited bidding, 
though not at the same levels as 
those few lots which were truly 
perfect. A large part of the 
New Zealand section was devo- 
ted to the stamps with private 
roulettes and perforations. By 
their very nature, perfect condi- 
tion is a standard which cannot 
be expected. Yet the Pack col- 
lection formed the basis for the 
“History of New Zealand Stamps” 
a standard volume for the library 
of every specialist in Australasi- 
an stamps. Here are a few of 
the prices. Unless otherwise no- 
ted, these prices are for the rela- 
tively few superb pieces. 

Lot #1334, the rare Ip #1, un- 
used (cat. $1250) cut into at one 
side, $335 to a mail bid. Lot #1336, 
the same, in used pair, one stamp 
of unbelievable perfection, the 
other with design barely touched 
(cat. $700) at $620 to Souren.

Queensland was almost the 
same story as New Zealand. Since 
there is only one imperforate is- 
sue, and the perforated stamps 
are almost impossible to acquire 
in well centered condition, there 
was a departure from the price 
levels of the other groups. In 
the imperforates, this observer, 
noted only two lots which were 
of truly superb quality. These 
were Lot #1565, the wonderful 
cover, with pairs of the Ip and 
6p, (cat. $290) which sold at $500 
to “A. H. C.” and Lot #1574, a 
single 6p on cover, which sold at 
$90 to a mail bid. The others in 
the group were, without excep- 
tion, unusually fine stamps and 
of very considerable rarity, but, 
because of minor imperfections, 
sold generally below the level of 
the catalogue price. The perfora- 
ted issues presented a wonderful 
array of material, with _blocks, 
strips, covers, and the price lev- 
els were very materially higher 
than most would have expected. 
Many lots realized between 75% 
and the full catalogue price, and 
the great majority were sold to 
floor bidders. 

The sixth, and final session of 
the sale comprised the matchless 
collection of the stamps of Vic- 
troia. This collection was the 
basis of Mr. Pack’s great book 
on the stamps of Victoria, which 
is a classic of philatelic litera- 
ture. 

No comparison of values can be 
made with the Scott catalogue, 
for the collection was formed and 
listed on a specialized basis. It 
formed the basis for the listing in 
the Stanley Gibbons catalogue, 


so it was only logical that its 
disposal should proceed accord- 
ing to that catalogue. Surpris- 


ingly enough to some, the prices 
realizations where strictly on a 
basis of their listings in Gibbons. 

Naturally, the factor of condi- 
tion was of prime importance. 
Certain printing and settings of 
the first stamps are practically 
without margins. Some are ac- 
tually printed with adjacent de- 
signs touching. The paper was

Dear Sir: 

Recently when I wrote T-3 J T 
Wolf, now in New Guinea, one of 
the service men I correspond with, 
I used a 3c commemorative of the 
Movie industry, and called his at- 
tention to it, since it might depict 
a scene such as he was familiar 
with, as he had written me how 
much they enjoyed their shows. 
j He totally surprised me with 
what struck me as a very clever 
and comical criticism of the stamp. 
As I have read some interesting 
criticisms of the Corrigedor stamp 
in your paper, I thought I would 
pass his comments on the Movie 
Commemorative stamp on to you 
in case you cared to use any of 
the comments, modified. or other- 
wise as they might suit your pur- 
pose, 

“Now about that stamp com- 
memorating the 50th year of 
movie industry. Don’t think that 
I am unappreciative, but let me 
tell you what is wrong with it. Of 
course it is OK for civilian con- 
sumption but any of us that have 
seen just that scene over here, 
can’t agree with the artists. The 
background, meaning hut and 
jungle, is quite true to form, but 
as for the audience—I heartily 
disagree. Note particularly 
all personnel wearirig blouses of 
jackets. (very untrue) Note Gar- 
rison hats. (very very rare) Note 
‘“‘go-to-hell’”’ caps ( also very rare) 
Now the “pay-off.” Note the 
WASC or WAVES, which ever it 
may be. To begin with they have 
their own shows and may take 
fellows with them provided the 
fellow is armed with “45.” As the 
show progresses, M. P.’s patrol the 
area to ascertain that the fellows 
are sitting with their hands in 
their own laps. (not the WACS 
laps) also, the WAC’S dress prac- 
tically the same as we do. Either 
sun-tans or fatigues. At a distance 
the only way you can distinguish 
them is by their hair and by the 
width of their slacks. My idea is 
to to send the artist as a GI, not 
a civilian, to one of these areas 
to see what it is actual- 
ly- like. Another thing, the 
artist apparently has no _ respect 
for Yank inganuity. With that 
many GI’s around, at least one 
of them would have had a screen 
built, and possibly a stage with 
paintings by Petty or Varga, to 
enhance its beauty. So much for 
that subject.”
